TONS OF BOMBS 
DROPPED. 


ENEMY BIG GUNS ACTIVE. 

Our own air activity has been the main 
feature of the eperations on the Western 
front. During the past couple of days 
extensive bembing work was dome, many 
tons of explosives being dropped, with 
excellent results. 

There have been the usual raiding and patrol 
enceunters, and the enemy’s artillery has 
been busy at many points of the line. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL. 

Monday, 10.4 a.m.—A hostile raiding party 
was driven off during the night by one of our 
posts in the neighbourhood of Gavrelle. A few 
prisoners were taken by Portuguese troops in 
the neighbourhood of Neuve Chapelle. Patrol 
encounters, in which the enemy suffered casual- 
ties, took place also early in the night in the 
Messines sector. The enemy's artillery has 
shown some activity south of the Arras-Oambrai 
road, and north of Lens, and in the neighbour- 
bood of Zonnebeke. 

9.57 p.m.—During the night a party of the 
enemy attempted to raid one of our ts east 
of Epehy, but was driven off by our rifle and 
machine gun fire. Hostile artillery has been 
active south-west of Cambrai, in the neighbour- 
hood of Armentiéres, and also south-cast and 
north-east of Ypres. 

Aviation.—The weather was again fine on the 
17th inst., and enabled.our aeroplanes to pro- 
ceed with their work in conjunction with the 
artillery, and to take hotographs of the 
enemy's aecrodromes and back areas. Bombing 
which had been carried out incessantly througb-. 
out the previous thirty-six hours was continued, 
and over six tons of bombs were drapped by us 
on various targets, including hostile acrodromes 
im the neighbourhood of Tournai and Lille, a 
large ammunition dump near Courtrai, and 
numerous billets. 

Fighting in the air was again most severe, 
the enemy's scouts making determined, but un- 
successful, attacks against our bombing 
machines. 

hostile aeroplanes were brought down, 
and six others were driven down out of control. 
Three of our machines are missing. 

On the night of the 17th-18th inst. further 
bombing raide were carried out against hostile 
aerodromes south of Ghent and west of Tournai, 
as well as against many of the enemy billets 

Another most successful raid was carried out 
on the railway etation and sidings at Conflans, 
west of Metz.

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Germany and Russia. 


A communiqué from the German Head- 
quarters anneunces the termination of the 
armistice on the Great Russian front—the 
front between Germany and the Bolsheviks 
—at noon yesterday. Germany and the 
Bolsheviks, therefore, are presumably to be 
regarded as once more in a formal state of 
war. This is a somewhat remarkable 
sequel to M. Trotsky’s declaration ten days 
ago that Russia considered the war at an 
end. The German Government explains 
that M.- Trotsky’s declaration is really 
equivalent to the denunciation of the 
hrmistice, and that, therefort, the state 
of war is resumed. If the Bolsheviks 
caleulate that this maked aggression 
against a passive country will mean 
trouble for the German Government with 
the moderate parties in Germany which 
are opposed to annexation, it remains to 
be seen what that calculation is worth, 
At present the military party is dominant, 
and it is troubled by no scruples about 
dealing with a country which professes a 
Tolstoyan attitude in its foreign relations.

out the previous thirty-six hours wae continued, 
and over six tons of bombs were drapped by us 
om various targets, including hostile acrodromes 
im the neighbourhood of Tournai and Lille, a 
large ammunition dump near Courtrai, and 
numerous billets. 

Fighting in the air was again most severe, 
the enemy's scouts making determined, but un- 
successful, attacks against our bombing 
machines. 

Ten hostile aeroplanes were brought down, 
and six others were driven down out of control. 
Three of our machines are missing. 

On the night of the 17th-18th inst. further 
bombing raids were carried out against hostile 
serodromes south of Ghent and west of Tournai, 
as well as against many of the enemy billets 

Another most successful raid was carried out 
on the railway station and sidings at Conflans, 
west of Metz. A ton of bombs was dropped, 
and bursts were observed at the edre of the 
sidings, where a larce fire was started.

The anomateus situation which has existed 
between Germany and Russia for some 
time past has wow entered on a new phase. 

The Bolsheviks having refused te sign a peace, 
and also proclaimed ‘that there would be 
no further fighting, the Germans now 
announce that they regard this as a de- 
nunciation of the armistice. 

Hostilities have been, it is announced, already 
resumed. It is believed that the Germans 
will immediately seize Esthonia and 
Livonia. 


The “Sociat Demokraten,” of Stockholm 
(says a Reuter’s telegram ef Monday) learns 
from an authoritative source that Germany, whe 
has reserved for herself full liberty of action on 
all sides after the expiration of the armistice, 
is going te resume war measure against 
Russia.
